At this time of year in 1933, there were 109 pupils en- 
rolled. For several years our two buildings were crowd- 
ed. Now, however, the diminishing enrollment, especially 
at the Center, calls for a reorganization of the schools. 
It is certain that state aid will not be continued for more 
than three teachers, although hitherto our teachers’ sal- 
aries have been approved in full for state aid. Classified 
schools could be maintained by transporting Grades VII 
and VIII from the Center to Gebig. State Aid would be 
given on such transportation. If this arrangement were 
in operation at the present time, the arrangement would be 


Center School Grades I-VI 14 pupils 
Gebig Primary Grades I-V 18 pupils 
Gebig Grammar Grades VI-VII 19 pupils 


An unelassified rural school might be maintained at the 
Center, with 20 pupils or less distributed through eight 
erades. This arrangement, however, would produce a 
condition of unbalanced opportunity in the town, and 
would seem to be a backward step educationally. The 
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best solution would seem to be a central school building 
of two or three rooms. 


Defense instruction has been given in the schools, in- 
eluding the meaning of the world situation and our 
country’s entrance into the war, the child’s duty as a 
good eitizen, aid raid protection, and first aid. General 
instructions applying to all schools, as based on principles 
received by the Superintendent of Schools in attendance 
at the state air raid school in Concord, have been issued. 
Details of procedure are being worked out by the teacher, 
air raid wardens, and school board members in each lo- 
cality. Arrangements have been made with the State 
Police to fingerprint all children, for their own protee- 
tion. These records are kept in a separate file. Parents 
may request in writing to have their children excused, 
but very few do so, as parents generally recognize how 
valuable such means of identification might be in a situa- 
tion of public emergency. 


The report of School Nurse Margaret Maedonald shows 
that all pupils were given a physical examination, which 
included a scientific hearing test with the audiometer. 
It seems to your superintendent that more parents should 
heed the nurse’s notification of physical defects and seek 
means of correcting them before they become a menace 
to comfort and earning power. Good eitizenship in- 
cludes keeping fit so as to serve our country in peace and 
war. However, some children did receive complete den- 
tal care, through the co-operation of the Parent-Teacher 
Association, the Nurse, and Dr. C. H. Manning. 


Teachers salaries should be restored to the figure at 
which they were before the depression reduction, in order 
to meet the inereased cost of living and retain the ser- 
vices of our experienced teachers. State aid makes this 
possible without increased cost to the district. There is 
urgent need of a well at Gebig School. To postpone this 
needed improvement any longer will cost the district 
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more than to attend to it now. The hope of our nation 
for ultimate victory is based on our confidence in the in- 
teligenee and ideals of our people, which have been 
fostered by the schools of our land. As essential ser- 
vices, they must be maintained.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 





The 1941 fire season was the worst on record in the 
State of New Hampshire. More fires occurred, more 
area Was burned over, greater damage was done to our 
woodlands, higher losses were sustained in other real 
property burned and the cost of suppressing fires was 
CLEA Ler 

There will, perhaps, never be more ideal conditions for 
fire than existed in 1941. A seareity of rain left the 
forests in a highly inflammable condition. The acecom- 
panying high winds spread fires with almost hghtning 
rapidity through the parched forest lands. These con- 
ditions, coupled with human carelessness, made 1941 
outstanding in the state’s fores fire record. 

As we approach the 1942 fire season, we wonder just 
what may be in store for us. The woodlands are in as 
critical condition as they were last year, if not more so. 
Blown down trees still clutter sizeable acreages of our 
woodland areas; the increased tempo in lumbering oper- 
ations due to war demands are each day, adding to the 
fire hazard an ever increasing number of acres of slash 
land: and we face the coming fire season with greatly 
reduced personnel, due to the shifting of men from our 
small communities into the armed forees of the country 
and into defense industries. If, however, everyone will 
be careful, if they will follow the rules and regulations 
laid down for the use of fire in and around woodlands, 
much of our difficulties will be eiminated—our fires kept 
few in number with a consequent saving of expense to 
town and State. 

There are so many possibilities for trouble this year it 
will require the whole hearted and patriotic cooperation 
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of everyone concerned if we are to avoid serious difficul- 
ties. Persons hostile to the best interests of our country 
and subnormal individuals affected by the excitement of 
the times may easily cause tremendous confusion and 
disruption of local activities by deliberately starting 
fires in our woodlands. Suspicious circumstances con- 
nected with every fire should be made known to the 
proper authorities. Wardens and Deputies are being 
instructed this year to investigate all fires carefully. 
Parties at fault will be held strictly responsible... With 
our forces weakened, it becomes more necessary for 
everyone to comply with regulations which have been 
set up to govern the use of fire in our woodland. These 
are briefly as follows: 


1. Secure a permit from your local forest fire warden 
to burn brush or other debris in our near woodlands, or 
where fire may be communicated to such lands, once the 
snow has left the ground. Violation of this requirement 
makes the responsible party lable. 


a. To a fine not to exceed $500.00 or imprisonment 
of not more than one year or both. 


b, To the town for expenses incurred by the warden 
in attending or extinguishing such fire. 


e. For damage to abutting owners if fire runs upon 
abutters’ property. 


2. DON’T drop or throw from any vehicle while same 
is upon a public highway or privat way and 


DON’T drop, throw or otherwise deposit on or near 
woodlands any lighted match, cigar, cigarette, live ashes 
or any other substance hable to cause a fire. 


Violation of these prohibitions penalizes whoever is 
found guilty with a fine of not more than $25.00 


3. DON’T fail to promptly notify your local warden 


of any fires you see.
